EGAN’S UTTERANCES. 


T H E PRESID EN T OF T H E IRISH NA­ 
TIONAL LEAG UE IN AMERICA 


Thought to H a v e Said Too M uch for the 


Good of the Cause—Success of the 


Cork 
Boycotter»—P a r­ 


nell'» Plans. 


Rostov, Doc. 24.—Th-- London represent­ 
ative of The Globe cables as follows: Great 
interest was aroused Wednesday among 
politicians of all classes by the publication 
of the utterances of Mr. Egan at Lincoln, 
Neb., which were cabled over here by the 
special cable correspondents. 
W hile the 
Irish National league of America, of which 
Mr. Egan is president, is an entirely 
sep­ 
arate organization from the Irish National 
league in Ireland, and has no authority to 
dictate the latter’s policy, 
yet the 
wishes 
of the 
American 
league 
have all 
the 
weight 
that 
is 
implied 
by 
the 
fact 
of its being the source 
whence comes the 
major portion of the funds upon which Mr. 
Parnell and his Nationalist coadjutors de­ 
pend as the means of carrying their political 
schemes to a successful issue. 
Mr. Egan is 
therefore regarded as one speaking with au­ 
thority, and when he says: 
‘*1 believe that 
the Irish pe >plo w ill accept nothing short of 
the autonomy enjoyed by Canada,” people 
naturally infer that ho speaks not only for 
Ijii Irish residents of America, In t for the 
Nationalists of Ireland, and they also infer 
that Am erica stands ready to furnish money 
enough to continue Parnell’s light until the 
independence of Ireland is gained. 
And it is not believed to be entirely acci­ 
dental that these oracular declarations by 
the official leader of the Irish in America 
should follow so c losely 
upon the heels of 
the statement cabled over a 
few clays ago 
t h a t t h 'Iiid i National 
league of Am erica 
is now forwarding money to I'arm'll at. the 
rate of over 
per day, and lias kept up 
this enormous contribution for two months. 
People in dismissing this matter are natur­ 
ally inquiring whether Mr. Parnell could, 
even if his own judgm -lit 
favored a more 
modest policy, afford now to ask less than is 
demanded by the chief of ati organization 
which furnishes him the sinews of war. 
An Irish member of parliament, who for 
reasons of politieal 
prudence 
wished his 
name 
withheld, 
said 
to 
your corre­ 
spondent when asked 
what he thought of 
Mr. 
Egan’s remarks: 
“ I am sorry Mr. 
hlgan has thought it proper ut this junc­ 
ture to express such views. 
The tendency 
of too much confidence and 
too great de­ 
mands on our part just now is to strengthen 
tbo incipient movement for an alliance of 
W higs and Conservatives, aa against Par; 
nell and Gladstone. 
W e can not afford to 
do anything to further that alliance. 
You 
w ill notice that Mr. Parnell has avoided as 
far as possible making any 
demands that 
would arouse the fears of the 
Whigs as to 
the permanency of the union. 
Mr. Egan’s 
talk about the revolutionary element, which 
embraces tho most daring Irishmen in Ire­ 
land and America, being ready 
to tight 
England 
if 
Parnell 
fails, 
is 
the 
worst 
thing 
that 
could 
bo 
put 
forward 
How 
by 
an 
official 
who 
is 
regarded, whether correctly or not, or oc­ 
cupying a position liardly less than second 
to Parnell’s in the practical control of tho 
jmlicy of our race. 
I don’t want to claim 
to speak far M r Parn ell 
lie is in an em- 
Itarrassing position. 
It would lx> suicidal 
for him to disavow the official voice of the 
American league, aud equally fatal for him 
to confirm it.

London Times challenged him every day for 
a long period to avow whether he favored 
the so-called outrages upon 
land agents in 
Ireland.

CHURCH AN6 STATE CONTROVERSY 
IN SOUTH AMERICA, 


MIGHT BE A GOOD IDEA. 


In W hich the State So Far 
Is Abend- 
The Pope's R epresentative Given 
H is Passports—Pop* IjCo 
on the Subject. 


Washington C ity , Dec. 24. —A sefles of 
dispatches received by the secretary d# State 
from Minister Thomas O. Osborn at Buenos 
Ayres, the last of which is dated O ct 10,* 
1884, desceibes an interesting episode in the 
.nature of a struggle between church and 
state in the Argentine Republic for the 
•control of the normal sehools—a struggle 
which soon became the 
dominant issue 
dn 
national 
politics 
and 
absorbed 
much 
of 
the 
attention 
of 
the 
government 
and 
the 
people. 
In 
the 
normal school 
of that 
republic, esfcab 
lished and supported by the national govern 
ment, nianv Protestant teachers, mostly 
ladies from the United States, are enfployecl 
On the 25th of A p ril, 
1884, Dr. Clara, a 
Catholic ecclesiastic and acting bishop at 
'Cordova, ¡issued & pastoral letter prohibit­ 
ing 
among 
ether 
things 
tin 
sending 
of 
Catholic 
children 
to 
schools 
where 
Protestaht 
teachers 
were 
employed. 
The national government, con 
sidering it an act of disrespect and insubor 
dination, took the matter up, and, after the 
exchange of several notes between the min 
ister of education, ‘the governor of the prov­ 
ince of Cordova, and Dr. Clara, referred it 
to the attorney general for his opinion. 
The attorney general, in a long report 
giving a full review of ’the relations of the 
state and the church, gives the opinion 
that the .government, 
which 
confirmed 
church nominations, could discipline and 
dismiss. 
President 
Roca accepted 
fchi- 
opinion as sound doctrine and issued a de­ 
cree dismissing Dr. ’Clara. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by a sharp discussion in the press and 
also in congress, where a resolution was in 
troduced calling for all the correspondence, 
and 
protests by 
the 
authorities 
of 
the 
church, 
charging 
priestly 
sub­ 
version 
on 
the 
one 
side 
and 
encroachment 
and 
persecution 
by 
the civil authorities on the other. 
Notwith­ 
standing the di c -ee, Dr. Clara refused to ac­ 
cept his dismissal and continued to exercise 
the functions of his priestly office. 
He even 
issued a second pastoral,
